The benefit of this cataloguing 
wor 1 ’ as, one thinks, being appreciated. Books which were not original! 
fully catalogued are constantly being gone over, and much of the arrears 
overtaken. 

The Library made several very fortunate purchases during the year, 
one purchase alone making the Lav; Library much more able to cone with 
the heavy call made or. it, at a shamefully low cost. The local sales 
have yielded several useful accessions, in every case at small cost.

this year most of the donations have consisted of one or two voluvn s.
